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Trinity College. The King’s Gate is the main entrance 
to the College, and leads the visitor into the Old or Great 
Court. Trinity was founded in 1546 by Henry VIII., and 
occupies the site of older foundations. The lower part of 
the gateway was erected during the reign of Edw'ard IV., 
and the upper part during the reign of Henry VIII., whose 
statue fills the niche. 
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Trinity College. The Old or Great Court of Trinity 
College is remarkable as being the largest in Cambridge, 
measuring along its sides, north, 256 feet; south, 287 feet; 
east, 325 feet; west, 344 feet The Conduit (1602) is the 
work of Thomas Nevile, a former Master, to whom also the 
Court owes its present arrangement, though some of the 
buildings around were erected at a previous date. 
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
